OUR DOMINION DAY 


Sixty-two years ago on July 1 the 
Fathers of the Confederation placed 
their seal upon the final act which 
founded the great Dominion of Can¬ 
ada. Although in 1867 Canada was 
almost entirely centred in four east- 
tern provinces, yet the first great 
statesmen of the Dominion laid the 
foundation for future expansion wise¬ 
ly and well. Did they envision that 
great new Empire which would spring 
to life from the prairies? Did they 
foresee the far Pacific Coast as a 
teeming centre, rivaling the Atlantic 
in world-wide commerce ? Did they 
catch the whir of the great airships 
which would penetrate the farthest 
reaches of the then unknown terri¬ 
tory ? 

Within sixty-years—less than the 
span of a man’s life—a great 'new 
Canada has been bom, out of that 
first Confederation. From coast to 
coast, vast industries flourish; un¬ 
dreamed of wealth lies beneath the 
soil; yearly, field, forest and stream 
offer up rich harvests for the feeding 
of millions. 

And on July 1 we celebrate that 
day which is distinctly and distinctive 
ly a Dominion day—the greatest day 
in the History of Canada. 

For sixty-two years, our statesmen 
have striven to follow the example of 
those first great Fathers. Thought¬ 
fully and wisely they have sought to 
lead the country to future greatness. 
All have been men of sterling charac¬ 
ter and foresight. They have builded 
wisely. 

It remains for the citizens of Can¬ 
ada to maintain the example set by 
the leaders, and to found their lives, 
not only upon the gaining of material 
wealth, but upon character and ideals.

The inces¬ 
sant demands cease for a time, and 
every one draws easier breath. 

For two months, no juvenile 
ears will be outraged with the distres 
sing cry “Have you got your home¬ 
work done?’’ No home work, no 
grammar, nor ’rithmetic. Joy! 

All this week, cheerful processions I 
of school children have ambled along i 
the streets, packing home their huge I 
cargoes of books, which will be stuf- j 
fed into obscure and darkest corners. | 

A visitor from Mars, gazing upon' 
the youth of our town, would be great 
ly impressed with the weight and 
wealth of books which they carry to ' 
and from their schools. A pound of [ 
boy to a pound of book would be the 
visitor’s estimate. And he would mar 
vel at the immensity of learning 
which must be compressed into each 
small head. 

Those more familiar with these 
young'students realize however, that 
the barrage of books is merely cam¬ 
ouflage. Most of the knowledge is still 
tightly sealed between the covers of 
the books. And what little has been 
transferred from book to bean, will be 
pretty well scattered during the next 
two monhs. 

WOMEN’S WORK HOURS 

While trade unions are all working 
steadily for shorter working hours 
and five day weeks, there still remain 
a class ot laborer who works an aver¬ 
age of sixty-one hours a week. These 
are housewives, who have not yet 
formed a union. 

A study was made of 2,000 house¬ 
keepers, including those from city, 
town and country, and their average 
number of working hours. As might 
be expected, the women of the coun¬ 
try work longest hours, town women 
not so long and city women shortest 
of all. But even at that the city wo¬ 
men on an average devote more than 
•18 hours a week to housekeeping. 

The nature of housewives’ work 
makes it impossible for them to check 
in and check out on scheduled hours. 
Absolute freedom from duty is un¬ 
known in their business. 

For that reason, every possible de¬ 
vice for lessening drudgery, should be 
furnished a home if /'ossiblf. Aj’its 
best, the housekeeper has Those long 
demanding hours and each new item 
of labor saving equipment gives her 
merely what she thoroughly deserves. 

“Young man, go in debt.” This 
somewhat strange advice is offered to 
young men anxious to get ahead in 
the world, by Louis F. Swift, head of 
the world’s largest meat-packing bus¬ 
iness. “If the debt is for something 
of intrinsic value, it is worth while,” 
he says. “As soon as one thing is 
paid for buy something else and get 
in debt again. Stay in debt and never 
get out. Just as long as the debt is 
not for clothes or drinks or such 
things, but is for something of real, 
tangible value, a house or a bond, for 
example, it is worth saving for. 
“Save—save something, no matter 
how little. Get one hundred dollars 
in hand, get one thousand dollars— 
you will find the second hundred or 
seebnd thousand will come much more 
easily than the first did. The start is 
the thing!”

Some one in 
parliament was curious enough to ask 
why the fiscal year in Canada and its 
several provinces should not be the 
calendar year, and the question is to 
become an item in the agenda of a 
conference.

WEWILLFEEDTHEM 

Signor Mussolini has added new 
measures to the pressure he has al¬ 
ready brought to bear upon Italian 
parents to produce more children. 

How does he propose to feed this 
increased population? All over Eur¬ 
ope population has outrun subsistence 
Half the women and children of that 
continent have never had enough tq 
eat nor enough to wear. 

European countries, like Italy, that 
are increasing their population rapid¬ 
ly, have for the past generation de¬ 
pended upon the food production of 
lightly populated countries such as 
Canada and United States. 

But what will happen when popula¬ 
tion begins to outrun subsistence in 
United States? 

United States has doubled her pop¬ 
ulation in the past 40 years. 

If that population doubles again in 
the next 40 years, as is reasonable to 
■expect, there will bfe 240,000,000 peo¬ 
ple in that country to be fed and 
clothed. 

'Achievement of .that population fig¬ 
ure will inevitably create a class that 
will know hunger. United States will 
begin to look for food. 

And the only place towards which 
■ United States can look for food is Can 
ada. 

Canada’s lack of a great population 
has been regarded as a calamity. It 
may be a blessing. Canada can affor 
to sit tight, keep her breed pure and 
her herd small and wait. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

An additional 2,500,<)(><) bushels is 
about to be added to the Vancouver 
port’s grain capacity as a result of 
the decisiop of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool board of directors awarding the 
contract for such an addition to pool 
elevhtor No. 1 at a Cost of $675,000. 
This addition, added to two previous 
extensions to the pofUs grain hand¬ 
ling facilities^ will bm^g the storage 
capacity up to more than 14,000,000 
bushels. The harbor also plans to add 
some 7,500,000 bushel storage to its 
own elevators numbers 1, 2 and 3. 

Roger Babson in the Forum comes 
forward with “twenty ways to make 
a million.” He suggests various in¬ 
ventions which are badly needed, by 
which some inventor may be enriched. 
Here are some: (1) One is a new au¬ 
tomobile with a rotary engine which 
will permit it to go sideways as well 
as forward and back and will be gear 
less; (2) Another is a Diesel engine 
for automobiles, so that crude oil 
may be used for motor cars; (3) A 
light that will pierce fog. Fog is the 
bugbear of aviators; (4) A device by 
which airplanes may rise vertically 
and descend, instead of using great 
landing stations. This is for the time 
when an airplane is parked in every 
yard; (5) Gliders as toys for children 
so they may. float round their back 
yards; (6) Transmitting electricity 
over long distances without loss of 
current, generating electricity in some 
central power plant and doing away 
with individual heating plants. 

MUST FIGHT WEEDS 

It cannot be too strongly emphasiz¬ 
ed the necessity for all farmers to or¬ 
ganize to combat the noxious weed 
menace. Crop-devastating, weeds are 
spreading rapidly over this country, 
spanning great stretches of our finest 
farm land?. It is advancing day by 
day in many ways, and much of it is 
being sown by farmers with their 
seed grain. Thousands of acres of 
good farm land has been ruined in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta is rapidly becoming weed in¬ 
fested. 

Community spirit is required to get 
behind the eradication *»f weeds which 
are menaeng the whole spring wheat 
area of this continent and although 
the farmer is going to be first one to 
suffer, it won’t be long before the 
business man’s turns comes. 

Sow thistle and quack grass, deadly 
weeds which were scarcely known in 
Western Canada twenty years ago, 
are spreading and today there is no 
farming district in "Western Canada 
not menaced by these weeds, which 
have already caused such ruin in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

If Alberta’s weed laws were enforc¬ 
ed, Alberta farmers would never be 
bothered to any serious degree with 
weeds. In the other prairie provinces 
it would be impossible to enforce the 
weed laws. 

With various factors contributing 
to the world’s surplus supply of 
wheat and with Russia planning to 
bring its w;heat production ahead of 
even pre-war days and to sell at low 
figures, there is only one course opgn 
to the farmer of Western Canada. In 
order to compete with other countries 
of the world he must produce his 
wheat at less cost. 

Weeds are costing the spring wheat 
farmers of the three prairie provinces 
of Canada and the four states of Min¬ 
nesota, South Dakota, North Dakota 
and Montana, $200,000,000 a year, 
about equally divided between Can¬ 
ada and the United States, an aver¬ 
age of nearly seventeen per cent. It 
represents a largely avoidable loss 
that industry in the world cannot af¬ 
ford to sustain. 

Farmers need more education about 
weeds and how to get rid of them. 
There are more of the best publica¬ 
tions on weeds printed in Canada 
than to any other place in the world. 
Number 3 bulletin of Alberta’s weed 
laws was one of the finest illustrated 
books ever published on the subject. 


ROOM FOR ALL 

“Should not the homebom be giv¬ 
en equal chance with the alien?” 
This is the disturbing question that 
comes into the mind when immigra¬ 
tion is discussed. 

The alien has become an object of 
great solicitude. ^Everything possible 
is done to get him here. He is assist¬ 
ed to a farm and arrangements made 
to simplify his start in the country. 

This is all commendable enough. 
But give a thought to the native born 
sons of our own farmers who with 
the same amount of interest and as¬ 
sistance, might become enduring pro¬ 
ducers, with a natural love of their 
native heath. 

There are the boys of large famil¬ 
ies. Consider that there may be from 
two to six boys in these large famil¬ 
ies. Born on the farm, their love of 
the soil is instinctive. They learn in 
childhood the care of animals, the 
crops to be grown and how to grow 
them. 

Yet the small farm cannot support 
this large family. Some of these boys 
must be turned off to fend for them¬ 
selves. They drift into work which is 
foreign to them, often landing odd 
jobs in the cities where they are up¬ 
rooted and dissatisfied. Love of the 
soil is in their blood and familiarity 
with land problems, is there fronr in¬ 
fancy. 

Why not work out a scheme where¬ 
by these natural farmers may be as¬ 
sisted to the same extent as alien 
bom. There is room for all—the na¬ 
tive born and the alien- There should 
be equal opportunity. Why not give 
the home boys a chance. 

The Alberta Livestock Pool now has 
lfityoo members, so A. B. Claypool, M. 
L.A., states. The pool comprises 38 
associations, scattered throughout the 
province. 


IT ALL EVENS UP 

Women, keeping slim by abstaining 
from starches and living on two 
meals a ‘day, complicate the wheat ! 
farmer’s problem, remarks a Cana¬ 
dian National Railways official. That 
is unfortunate, at the moment, for the 
farmers, but fortunate for the human 
race, since men follow the examples 
set by women. Ultimately all will 
gain. 

Textile interests not so long ago 
were up against the same problem. 
Women, reducing their once volumin¬ 
ous clothing and adopting light, 
healthy garb, automatically cut the 
demand for wool and cotton in two. 
By turning to silks, they reduced it 
still further. Demanding floors they 
could keep free of dust, they swished 
out the old-fashioned, nailed-down 
caipet. And so on. 

But they made up for quantity with 
variety. Clothes manufacturers con¬ 
centrated on styles and offset their 
losses,. Silk worms lost their monop¬ 
olies' and factories began to do their 
work. Flooring manufacturers made 
similar gains. Cosmetic producers, 
shoe factories, milliners, jewelers, all 
benefitted. 

Now it comes to wheat. But to eat 
less food and better combinations 
means longer life. Ry living longer, 
people will consume as much aa^Be 2 -. 
fore, only they will take more years 
to do it. Meanwhile they will con¬ 
tribute their part to the demand for 
all commodities, including other 
forms of food. 

The world kepps its balance. A loss 
-here means a gain there. And some¬ 
how or other the race finds itself bet¬ 
ter dressed, better fed, longer’lived 
and generally better off than ever be¬ 
fore. That includes.the farmers. 

Being a gentleman is its own re¬ 
ward.

GREATMAN DIES 

The death of Hon. W. S. Fielding 
on Sunday, June 23, robs Canada of 
one of her most distinguished states¬ 
men. Mr. Fielding was eighty-one 
years of age and for the last five 
years has been an invalid. Of his 
eighty years, forty of them had been 
spent in honorable service to Canada. 
Twelve years were spent in the pro¬ 
vincial political arena of Nova Scotia 
and twenty-eight in the Federal 
House. 

Mr. Fielding was one of those per¬ 
sons, rare in public life, who though 
having strong party convictions, pos¬ 
sessed the confidence and admiration 
of Ins political opponents. 

For fifteen consecutive years he 
was Minister of Finance, and many 
achievements in trade relationships 
are placed to his credit. In 1917 
when the L^nion XJovernment was 
formed, Mr. Fielding broke from his 
allegiance, to Sir Wilfred Laurier, in 
order to support conscription. This 
possibly cost him the mantle of Sir 
Wilfred which fell upon McKenzie 
King. But his influence has been at 
all times steadfast and"secure at the 
seat of government. 

He left public life five years ago, 
as lie had entered it, a poor man. No 
rich monetary reward had fallen to 
him, only the riches of an honorable, 
self-sacrificing service to his country. 

The nation however, following his 
retirement, voted him a pension of 
$10,000 per annum, which is recorded 
as one vote at least to which no. op¬ 
posing voice was raised. 

In. the death of Mr. Fielding, Can¬ 
ada loses a fine parliamentarian, a 
skilful statesman and a trustworthy 
citizen.

Albert Weston of Turner Valley, 
aged 27, employed at Royalite No. 6 
was killed instantly on Monday even¬ 
ing when pipe tongs fell, crushing his 
skull. Mr. Weston is a native of Alex 
andra, Manitoba, and his people live 
there. 

Crop conditions in the Peace River 
-district ave reported to he favorable, 
and the growth, is said to he fully a 
week or ten days ahead of the central 
portion of the province. It is estimat¬ 
ed that there is an increase' of 25 per 
cent, in the acreage in this district. 

Canada is still tfie largest buyer of 
her own bond issues, according to the 
weekly summary of A. E. Ames <i 
Company. This shows nrchase^ by 
the Dominion of $131,551,721 as com¬ 
pared with the United States’ absorp¬ 
tion of $67,687,000, and the United 
Kingdom’s takings of $11,959,000— 
the whole making up a total of .$21 t,- 
197,721, for the first five months of 
the year. This compares with $210,- 
285,660 for the similar period of 1928, 
and $202,296,864 foT that of 1927.
